SPANISH AGGRESS!ON.—Inacommunica- 
tion to Congress, the Secretary of State remarks, 
that the capture of the brig James Lawrence, by a 
Spanish (Porto Rico) privateer. was a ‘ flagrant out- 
rage upon the property of the citizens of the U, S.’ 
upon which the Executive government of the U. 
States have, for the last three years, constantly ap- 
plied for reparation, equally strenuous and unavail- 





ing ; that the capture, in the first instance, was il- 


legal, and that the proceedings of the Court of Ap- 


peals, condemning the property, were irregular, 
cannot be doubted. A last appeal to the justice of 
His Catholic Majesty, at Madrid, is all that remains 
practicable in this case, short of measures which, 
by authorising reprisals, would assume upon the 
U. States themsclves the task of dispensing to their 
citizens that justice which has hitherto been sought 


from the Spanish authorities in vain. 











The U. S. sch’r Weasel, Lt. Com. Boarman, 
arrived at Norfolk on the 9th inst. from Tampico, 
(Jan. 8th,) and Havanna 28th. She has on board 
abaut $50,000 specie for merchants of New-York, 
and was bound to that port, but put into Norfolk 
with head winds, and would proceed up to Wash- 
ington.—The Weasel has been absent from the U. 
States seven months. 

Com. Porter sailed from Thompson’s Island in 
the Sea Gull, on the 11th January, and after a close 
examination of the Islands and Inlets to windward of 
Matanzas, touched at that port on the 16th, sailed 
again the 1 8th, and having looked into the small ports 
to leeward of Matanzas, arrived at Havana, on the 
19th, wnence he sailed on the 27th ult. on his return 
to Key West, where he expected to find Capt. War- 
rington, and intended to return home. The John 
Adams was at Thompson’s Island. The Hornet on 
the S. side of Cuba, and the Porpoise at Vera Cruz.

Miscellaneous Intelligence. 


Cotton of Florida.——Vhe editor of the Baltimore 
American Farmer states, that several samples of 
cotton, the growth of Florida, had been passed to 
his hands through the Secretary of War, and sub- 
mitted for inspection to Mr. Jackson, who had the 
supply of the raw material under his superinten- 
dance since the first establishment of the celebrated 
Waliham manufactory ; and that he had resolved 
on making a large purchase of the article It is 
said that the land given by Congress to Gen. Lafa- 
yette, would probabiy be iocated in that territory. 

Premium —Vhe Board of Engineers have award- 
ed to Mr. Joun Bruce of Kentucky, the premium 
of one thousand dollars-- he having presented to 
the Engincer Department the most approved inven- 
tion for the removal of the Sawyers, Planters, and 
Snags in the Mississippi river.—WVat. Juur. 

Louisiana Le gislature.——A Southern paper states 
that in the leyislature of Louisiana some of the ora- 
tors speak in French and others in English—and 
that the clerk of the house acts as interpreter between 
the parties. The paper goes on to state that the 
French language is vanishing every day more and 
more, and that the English is destined to swallow 
up the French language, at least in Louisiana. 

Auction Duties in New-York and Boston.—The 
amount of duties paid by the auctioneers in Boston 
for the quarter ending the 3lst of December last, 
was $7916.66. The whole amount paid by the 
auctioneers of New-York, for the year ending the 
Ist December last, was $231,336. 

Riches of ‘he West.—The Cleveland, Ohio, pa- 
per of the 2Ist ult. says :—=“* We understand that a 
Salt Spring has begn discovered near the lake shore, 
on the east line of fuclid township in this county. A 
well has been sunk to a considerable depth, and the 
manufacture of salt commenced. The Waters of 
the spring are represented to be as strong as those 
of Salina or Onondaga, and the salt to be extremely 
white and excellent. A gentleman who has been 
employed in salt works in the state of New-York, is 
now engaged at this spring; and we are told that 
there is a prospect of the works being extended ana 
becoming an object of importance.” 

Ohio Canal.—It is said that the state of N. York 
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se 
proposes lending Ohio $2,500,000 at 5 per cent, 
redeemable at pleasure—or she will cut the canal 
from the lakes to Ohio river at her own expense, if 
Ohio will yield up the dividends of the toll for 29 
years. The legislature of Ohio, it is thought, will 
accept the loan —She has passed the law establish. 
ing the route of the canal—it comes down the valley 
of the Sciota, and strikes the Ohio at Portsmouth, 
The consequence is, (to use the expression of a ci- 
tizen of that place) that property there has risen 
200 per cent—Virg. Patriot. 

Curious Bequest.—A Bachelor Gentleman, who 
came from England a few months ago, lately died 
in the neighbourhood of New-York, and has direct- 
ed by Will, that the whole of his personal property, 
amounting to about $20,000, after the payment of 
£200 in legacies to his servants, consisting of a fe- 
male, with him at the time of his decease, and a boy 
who left him a short time since, be equally divided 
between ten of the oldest maids resident within ten 
miles of his late and native abode, in England. 

Law of Landlord and Tenant in New-York.—A 
New-York paper gives the following statement, as 
presenting the law of that state on the points em- 
braced in it: 

‘‘ That every agreement which shall be made for 
the hiring or occupation of any house or tenements 
in the city of New-York, and which shall not parti- 
cularly specily the time during which such hiring or 
occupation is to continue, shalf be deemed and held 
valid until the first day of May next after the time 
when the possession under such agreement shall 
commence; and that unless it is otherwise agreed 
upon between the parties to such agreement, the rent 
under such agreement, or the compensation to the 
landlord, for the use and occupation of the premis- 
es, shall be payable on the usual quarter days for 
the payment of rent in said city, and be recoverable 
accordingly :-——And further, That no agreement by 
parole, and not in writing, for the letting or hiring 
of any lands or tenements in the city of New-York, 
shall be valid or binding in law, for any longer pe- 
riod than one year from the making thereof.” 

Key of the Basti/e —The York Recorder says: 
It is well known (':.t during the sitting of Congress, 
in this borough. ia the “ gloomy period” of 1777, 
that body voted a Sword to General Lafayette, as a 
testimony of its approbation of his conduct and ser- 
vices in the American cause. During the General’s 
late visit to this place, the circumstance was casu- 
ally adverted to, in the presence of the son; and 
from him we learned, that some accident having bee 
fallen the blade of the sword, the Generai—still 
prizing the hilt—had another blade made, and fitted 
to it out of the Key of the Bastile. Thus constitut- 
ed, the sword is doubly interesting to its owner, as 
a memento of times, and toils, and trials past. It 
is the spoils of vanquished tyranny, blended with 
the free gift of a free people. 

A large Tree.—The Lexington (Ken’y,) Public 
Advertiser, savs that “there now stands on the 
banks of the Ohio river, in the state of Indiana, op- 
posite the mouth of Salt river, a Sycamore tree, 
which has stabled fourteen head of horses at one 
time, with ample room. It takes 75 long paces to 
go round its trunk, and you may with perfect ease 
turn a 14 foot pole in the inside of its cavity.” 

Adulteration of Tea.—Mr. Sowerby has remark- 


ed a certain instance of Chinese adulteration in Black | 


Tea, consisting in the addition of sandy matter to 
it, containing minute crystals of magnetic iron.— 
These were sometimes so abundant, as to enable 4 
magnet to lift parts of the leaves. The sand was 
often observed deposited in tea cups and tea pots. 
and on macerating some closely :wisted portions of 
tea considerable quantities were separated, that had 
been introduced when the leaves were fresh.— PA‘ 
lo Mag. \Ixiv. 151.
